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FOREWORD 


The present publication— Uninattarttgl iava Viru- 
paksa—is a hitherto unpublished work. A different 
work under the samd name but by a different author 
Bhaskarabhatta and a different plot was published at 
Bombay in 1889 as No. 17 of the KSvyamSla Series. 
It was edited and published on the basis of a manu¬ 
script belonging to that versatile scholar Pandit 
S. Subramania Sastri, late of the Adyar Library. So far 
as our knowledge goes, the only manuscript of the 
present work is the one in the possession of the Adyar 
Library, on the basis of which the present work has 
been edited. No other manuscript was available for 
collation. A note on the work appears in the History 
of Classical Sanskrit Literature by the late Dr. M. 
Krishnatnacharya; and the only reference given by 
him is to the manuscript deposited in the Adyar 
Library. Both works—the one by BhSskarabhatta 
published in the KSvyamala Series in 1889 and the 

other by Virilpliksa published now i* 1 ^ ^ ar 

Library Series—-have certain features in common. 
They are both One—Act Dramas of the class o 
Preksanaka ; S'ri Ramacandra is the hero in both ; and 
both seek to portray vi'pralambhasrng^ rarasa w en

the hero-lover becomes distracted ( unmatta ) by sepa¬ 
ration (vipralambha) from the beloved—heroine. Other 
special features are given in the Sanskrit introduction 
of the learned Editor. 

It is indeed very fortunate that the scholarly services 
of so eminent a Pandit as Sriman V. Krishnamacharya 
were available to the Adyar Library for editing the 
present work. He has brought to bear on the work 
of editing his vast learning and keen enthusiasm for 
the spread of Sanskrit learning. On behalf of the 
Adyar Library, I tender to him 1 x 13 ' most grateful 
thanks.
